Judgeship Race Interesting. 


Coming up from behind 
after 10 
o'clock Thursday morning as the final 
returns were being tabulated, .John C. 
Hoffman cinched the candidacy by re- 
ceiving a total of 939 votes.

land Kerr, who had appeal ed weak on 
the early returns, gained consistently 
and 
finished 
with a total of 8.52, sec-

The sheriff's automobile and a score 
of machines carrying members of the 
mob raced for a number of miles at a 
terrific pace, the pursuers gaining on 
their quarry.

sighted his pursuers far behind on the 
road he turned his machine off the 
main road and from a place of con- 
cealment watched the pursuers dash 
past. 
Then he changed his course for

in 
a false 
drawer in the living room. 
At the top 
of the cellar door was found more than 
$3,000 In gold. 
In the cellar $4,000 
in gold and currency was found.

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Control of the New House. 


Signs are <^leveloping to indicate that ambitious plans of the 
«mall body of independents in the new national house of representa- 
tives to exercise control of that legislative body by reason of the 
closeness of the democratic and the republican vote are doomed to 
failure. With the two old parties almost at a deadlock in the house, 
and some half a dozen other members elected as independents or 
progressives, not to mention the lone socialist representative in that 
body, it was a most natural conclusion that, holding the balance of 
power, these independents might cut a tremendous figure in the 
transactions of the new house. 
Their favor would be courted by 
democratic and republican rivals for support, and altogether it 
appeared the independent position would be almost autocratic in 
power, commanding support from one or the other or both the old 
parties in exchange for favor of a few votes that might spell victory 
or defeat for measures sponsored by either democrats or republicans. 


All this, of course, was predicated on the presumption that the 
old parties would hold firm in alignment—which is just now what 
they seem least likely to do. Within the past few days a significant 
trend toward an understanding is manifest in Washington. 
There 
U now much promise of bi-partisan organization of the incoming 
] ousp on a tacit agreement betwen old party members that would 
jf-elecf Champ Clark as speaker, divide tfee committee patronage 
equally between democrats and republican and leave these independ- 
ents angrily stamping their feet on the cold outside without recogni- 
tion whatsoever. 
That is precisely Avhat may happen. 
It will be 
the shattering of an imposing dream of the independents, but if 
they have assimilated the shghtest appreciation of the political 
game, they must have realized that the generalissimos of the old 
parties in congress woidd be much too adroit to be caught in a trap 
which political astuteness would enable them to evade. 


The probable discomfiture in pickle for the independents, how- 
ever, is not the point of chief interest in the new turn affairs are 
taking. Just at this juncture of the country's affairs, with interna- 
tional matters hovering ominously, it would be mighty fine if party 
lines could be obliterated entirely in congress for the time being. 
There will be ample opportunity for party divisions when the skies 
clear. 
Just now there is need for concerted congressional action not 
as partisans, but as patriotic citizens equally solicitous for a common 
cause and that cause America's interests. 


New York's probe into the high cost of food and fuel seems to 
have gotten a flying start with the indictment of more than one hun- 
dred corporations and nearly as many individuals, charging combina- 
tions, corners and other tactics in violation of law to control supply 
and to boost price. 
The ultimate consumer, however, will, if he is 
wise, refrain from cheering until convictions have been secured. The 
most imposing indictments have a fashion occasionally of blowing 
up with a loud report and with nobody injured save the innocent 
bystander. 


Boys of the Pendleton Agricultural society have presented to 
Governor Goodrich with their compliments and good wishes a roast 
pig, but there is still opportunity for those who would reach a still 
higher pinnacle of achievement in attesting their admiration for the 
governor. 
They might bestow a bushel of potatoes on the state's 
?hief executive. 


Colonel Roosevelt has declined the invitation of the congress of 
forums in New York to debate on the subject of preparedness with 
Colonel Bryan, and there ia a suspicion that the ex-president's de- 
cision is inspired by the fear that even his own wonderful vocabulary 
cannot be depended upon for -w^ords sufSciently emphatic to do full 
iustice to the occasion. 


The British admiralty is apparently extracting some sort of 
satisfaction in demonstrating that during its first few weks the Ger- 
man submarine campaign has failed to come up to its advance 
schedule of ruthlessness, but privately it must be admitting that it 
came plenty near enough to living iip to its press notices.

Well and good. 
The explanation is 
lntere.sting. 
Now that they have seen 
fit to throw responsibility upon 
the 
senate rules, the seventy-.si.x: must face 
the fact that they are responsible if 
these rules continue. 
It is emphat- 
ically their business to see that such a 
proceeding as that of the closing day 
of the session does not happen again. 
If the manifesto means aiij'thing ex- 
cept a lame and impotent explanation, 
it means that the rules should 
bo 
changed at once. 


Unlimited debate in the .senate has 
served good purposes as well as bad 
ones in the past. 
But its capacity for 
unlimited evil, its character as a na- 
tional danger, its facilities for making 
the United States contemptible in the 
eyes of the world in times that are big 
with the nation's fate have never been 
brought out before. 
Any good pur- 
pose that it may 
have 
accidentally 
served In ordinary times Is as nothing 
compared witli the damage it may do 
In critical times. 
It must be ended— 
the qtiicker the better. 
On the verge 
of possible war this nation will not 
submit to 
be governed 
by "a little 
srroup of wilful men"—also a wilful 
group of little men. 


Unlimited freedom of debate 
has 
never been logically justified by Amer- 
ican principles. 
Majority rule is the 
essence of this government and it is 
the essence of the legislative branch 
of It. Senatorial regard for senatorial 
privileges and traditions, the compara- 
tively small number of senators, and 
the further fact that a way has always 
ultimately been found to do 
what 


. really ought to be done, account for 
the preservation of this indefensible 
anachronism. 


Great Britain did not scruple to em- 
ploy closure to overcome the obstruc- 
tion of Irish nationalists under Par- 
nell. 
She even adopted a procedure 
more drastic still as a means of shut- 
ting off debate on a complex measure, 
the Irish crimes 
act, when 
closure 
proved unsatisfactory. 
Although not 
resorted to extensively 
before 
ISSO, 
closure was even then an old institu- 
tion in the procedure in the house of 
commons. 
In the French legislature 
it is common. 
In brief, as President 
\Yilson says, this is the only counli-y 
in the world a majority of whose legi.s- 
laturo cannot act when it is ready for 
action.

The only possible excuse for having 
intoxicating liquor in his possession 
after the state goes dry, if the Mc-

scientific purposes. 


If the legislature adopts the recom- 
mendation of the joint committee on 
liquor traffic the enforcement of the 
l)rohibition law will be left to the s^ite 
dairy and food department.

After a study of the Discovery of 
America 
the 
following 
composition 
was written on "Columbus": 


Christopher Columbus was born in 
1436 near Genoa, Italy. 
His f a t h e r 
was very poor and combed wool for 
a living. 
He went to sea when he was 
very young 
and navigated almost all 
of the Mediterranean 
sea. 
In 
1470 
he went to Lisbon, Portugal, 
where 
he married 
the daughter 
of a 
dis- 
tinguished navigator. 


He 
finally 
decided t h a t there were 
unknown 
lands In the west. 
While 
the people of Portugal were trying to 
reach India by a southern route, he 
t h o u g h t there must be a shorter m a y 
by the west. 
H e tried to get ships 
and men to go on a voyage but in 
vain. 
He then went to Spain and Isa- 
bella 
supplied 
him 
with 
the 
Santa 
Maria and two other small ships for 
the voyage of discovery. In the morn- 
ing of August 3, 1492, he sailed f r o m 
Palos, Spain. 
After sailing for two 
months 
the sailors 
were 
frightened 
because the compass needle turned so 
much. 
The 
sailors were ready 
for 
mutiny, and Columbus had to prom- 
ise them t h a t if land was not sighted 
In three days they would turn 
back. 
On the third day an Island w^as sight- 
ed which Columbus believed belonged 
to India. 
He called it San Salvador. 
He then set out to find other lands. 
He 
found 
Cuba, 
St. 
Domingo, 
and 
some others of the West Indies. 
He 
built a fort at Haytl and left some of 
his men there while he sailed 
back 
to 
Europe. 
He was received 
with 
high honors there. 


In 1493 he set out on his second 
voyage. 
He 
discovered 
Porto 
Rico 
and then went to Hayti. 
He left this 
island and found J a m a i c a and return- 
ing a f t e r five months, was glad to find 
that his brother had arrived with sup- 
plies and provisions for the 
colony. 
They had become dissatisfied because 
Instead of finding the supposed treas- 
ure 
they had 
found 
hardships 
and 
labor. 
These troubles m a d e him re- 
turn to Spain. 
In 1498 he m a d e his 
third voyage . 
H e went to Hayti, but 
a governor who had come f r o m Spain, 
put him in chains and sent him back 
to Spain. 
W h e n he got there he was 
set free and in 1502 he went on his 
last voyage. 
In this expedition he was 
shipwrecked, and returned 
to 
Spain 


sick and exhausted. 
After two years 
of suffering he died at Valladolid In 
1506. 
His body was put into the ca- 
thedral at Havana.

" T h e Sahara Desert." 


The Sahara de.sert is in 
northern 
Africa. 
It is one of the series of 
deserts that cross Asia into Africa. 


The S a h a r a is the largest desert in 
the world. 
It is so large that if four 
giants could lift it and lay it over the 
United States it would not only cover 
the United 
States, 
but 
in places 
it 
would reach into Canada and the Gulf 
of Me.xico. 
It cro.sses Africa in the 
northern 
part from the Red sea 
to 
the Atlantic ocean, but where the Nile 
river Is, it is rock and sand. 


The Sahara has very little rainfall 
because it is too far north to receive 
rains from the torrid rain belt, and 
is too far south to receive winds from 
the cool zones. 
W h a t winds that do 
reach 
the 
Sahara 
are 
already 
dry. 
Some of these w^inds raise the 
hot 
dust. 
Such hot dust stoi-ms are called 
simoons. 
When these come up some- 
times the sky darkens. 
While these 
storms are going on the camels crouch 
close to the 
earth. 
The 
men 
then 
crouch 
down 
behind 
the 
camels. 
Sometimes the men and camels 
are 
buried in the sand. 
When 
the 
hot 
sun beats down upon the rocks the 
rocks in turn heat the air. 


In some places in the desert a few 
mountains 
rise, 
and also there are 
places 
in 
the 
desert 
called 
oases. 
They are fertile spots in the 
desert. 
There most of the people live. 
They 
raise grain and date palms. 
The peo- 
ple on the desert say t h a t if you plant 
a date and water it, it will 
become 
a tree and they also say when a few 
showers have fallen grass almo.st im- 
mediately starts to grow. 
The oases 
are where there are springs or a place 
where water has gathered. 


The people of the desert are wan- 
dering tribes or Arabs or 
Beduoins. 
There are about one-half 
as 
many 
people that live on the desert as there 
are in New York. 
The people are of 
the 
dark 
branch of white 
people. 
They 
trade 
by caravans 
across 
the 
desert. 
The S a h a r a belongs to dif- 
ferent European 
nations.

Thompson writes, "one of my most 
important duties is the enforcement 
of the laws of Illinois, among which 
is the law which prohibits the keep- 
ing open of saloons on Sunday. 


"During the forty years preceding 


my election to the mayoralty, no ef- 
fort had been made by any one of 
my 
predecessors 
to 
enforce 
this 


statute. 


"Under these circumstances, I have 


naturally met with much difficulty in 
the enforcement of this law, and it is 
in regard to this that I am address- 
ing you today. 


"A large majority of the saloons of 


Chicago are either owned 
or 
con- 


trolled by the breweries. Most of our 
saloonkeepers 
have, 
therefore, 
no 


financial interest in the business in 
which they are engaged, and, for this 
reason, are disposed to trifle with the 
law which 
prohibits their keeping 


open on Sunday. 
Punishment for so 


doing which now consists entirely of 
a fine, the maximum amount of 
which is $200. has no terrors to 
them. 


"It is true that the mayor has the 


power to revoke saloon licenses, but 
as the worst offenders are simply bar- 
keepei-s for breweries, who have no 
financial interest in either the busi- 
ness or the license, revocation of the 
license is no punishment for them."

Signs are developing to indicate that ambitious plans of the 


Small body of independents in the new national house of representa- 
tives to exercise control of that legislative body by reason of the 
closeness of the democratic and the republican vote are doomed to 
failure. With the two old parties almost at a deadlock in the house, 
and some half a dozen other members elected as independents or 
progressives, not to mention the lone socialist representative in that 
body, it was a most natural conclusion that, holding the balance of 
power, these independents might cut a tremendous figure in the 
transactions! of the new house. Their favor would be courted by 
democratic and republican rivals for support, and altogether it 
appeared the independent position would be almost autocratic in 
power, commanding support from one or the other or both the old 
parties in exchange for favor of a few votes that might spell victory 
or defeat for measures sponsored by either democrats or republicans. 


All this, of course, was predicated on the presumption that the 


old parties would hold firm in alignment—which is just now what 
they seem least likely to do. "Within the past few days a significant 
trend toward an understanding is manifest in "Washington. There 
is now much promise of bi-partisan organization of the incoming 
house on a tacit agreement betwen old party members that would 
To-elect Champ Clark as speaker, divide the.committee patronage 
equally between democrats and republican and leave these independ- 
ents:" angrily stamping their feet on the cold outside without recogni- 
tion whatsoever. That is precisely what may happen. It will be 
the .shattering of an imposing dream of the independents, but if 
they have assimilated the slightest appreciation of the political 
game, they must have realized that the generalissimos of the old 
parties in' congress would be much too adroit to be caught in a trap 
which political astuteness would enable them to evade. 


The probable discomfiture in. pickle for tbt independents, how- 


ever, is not the point of chief interest in the new turn affairs are 
taking. Just at this juncture of the country's affairs, with interna- 
tional matters hovering ominously, it would be mighty fine if party 
lines could be obliterated entirely in congress for the time being. 
There will be ample opportunity for party divisions when the skies 
clear. Just now there is noerl fnr concerted congressional action not 
as partisans, but as patriotic citizens equally solicitous for a common 
cause and that, cause America's interests. 


New York's probe into the high cost of food and fuel seems to 


have gotten a flying start with the indictment of more than one hun- 
dred corporations and nearly as many individuals, charging combina- 
tions, corners and other tactics in violation of law to control supply 
and to boost price. The ultimate consumer, however, will, if he is 
•wise, refrain from cheering until convictions have been secured. The 
most imposing indictments have a fashion occasionally of blowing 
up with a loud report and with nobody injured save the innocent 
bystander.

bo raised. Orders have been sent to 
each regiment to select sixty men 
who will be eligible for commissions 
up to nnd including captains. 


Tho designation of tho men will be 


on their military aptitude, not by ex- 
amination. Tho department, as a pre- 
cautionary step, it was said, desired 
eo establish this list of men deemed 
fit for commissions by officers under 
whom they have served. Presumably 
tho non-commissioned personnel will 
supply the largest number.

If a voluntary army of any 


sixe were summoned to tho colors, 
these men would

teers. The officers' reserve corpa will 
furnish additional officers, some of 
tho rank of major, but as less than 
one thousand men are now enrolled 
in the corps it could not supply suffi- 
cient officers for the volunteers.

ment, if the McArthur bill becomes u 
law. 


Representative McArthur, ot Eaton 


Rapids, who drafted the "bono dry" 
prohibition bill, says it, is so dry that 
It cracks, and those who have seen 
the npw measure are agreed. 


Under tho terms of the bill proposed, 


it will be Illegal for any person to have 
in his possession any liquor to be used 
for beverage purposes. 


Not only will this bill mako It Im- 


possible for a person to lay In a liberal 
supply but it will prevent bringing It 
Into the state by Individuate for pri- 
vate consumption. 


Few Exceptions Defined, 


The only possible excuse for having 


Intoxicating liquor In his possession 
alter tho state goes dry, if tho Mc- 
Arthur bill becomes a law, will bo on 
tho grounds that It is necessary for 
sacramental, medicinal, chemical, or 
scientific purposes. 


If the legislature adopts the recom- 


mendation of tho Joint committee on 
liquor traffic tho enforcement of the 
prohibition law will be left to the state 
dairy and food department. This was 
decided at a meeting yesterday. 
To 


eliminate any constitutional object- 
tlons a separate bill dealing solely 
with enforcement will be drafted.

A,fter a study of tho Discovery of 


America tho following composition 
was written on "Columbus": 


Christopher Columbus was born in 


1438 
near Genoa. Italy. 
His father 


was very poor and combed wool for 
a living. He went to sea when he was 
very young and navigated almost all 
of the Mediterranean sea. 
In 1470 


he went to Lisbon, Portugal, where 
ho married tho daughter of a dis- 
tinguished navigator. 


He finally decided that there were 


unknown lands in the west. 
While 


the people of Portugal were trying to 
reach India by a southern route, he 
thought there must be a shorter may 
by the west. 
Ho tried to get ships 


and men to go on a voyage but in 
vain. He then went to Spain and Isa- 
bella supplied him with the Santa 
Maria and two other small ships for 
the voyage of discovery. In the morn- 
Ing of August 3, 1492. h« sailed from 
Palos, Spain. 
After sailing for two 


months the sailors were frightened 
because the compass needle turne'd so 
much. 
The sailors were ready for 


mutiny, and Columbus had to prom- 
ise them that If land was not sighted 
in three days they would turn back. 
On the third day an Island was sight- 
ed which Columbus believed belonged 
to India. He called It San Salvador. 
He then set out to find other lands. 
He found Cuba, St. Domingo, and 
some others of the West Indies. 
He 


built a fort at Hayti and left some of 
his men there while he sailed back 
to 
Europe. 
He was received with 


high honors there. 


In 1493 he set out on his second 


voyage. 
He discovered Porto Rico 


and then went to Hayti. He left this 
island and^found Jamaica and return- 
Ing after five months, was glad to find 
that his brother had arrived with sup- 
plies and provisions for the colony. 
They had become dissatisfied because 
Instead of finding the supposed treas- 
ure they had found hardships and 
labor. These troubles made him re- 
turn to Spain. In 1498 he made his 
third voyage . He went to Hayti, but 
a governor who had come from Spain, 
put him In chains and sent him back 
to Spain. When he got there he was 
set free and In 1502 he went on his 
last voyage. In this expedition he was | 
shipwrecked, and returned to Spain

sick and exhausted. 
After two yeai-s 


of suffering he died at Valladolid In 
1B08. His body was put into the ca- 
thedral at Havana.

"The Sahara Desert." 


The Sahara desert Is in northern 


Africa. 
It is one of the series of 


deserts that cross Asia into Africa. 


The Sahara is the largest desert in 


the world. It is so large that if four 
giants could lift it and lay It over the 
United States it would not only cover 
the United States, but In places It 
would reach Into Canada and the Gulf 
of Mexico. It crosses Africa in the 
northern part from the Red sea to 
the Atlantic ocean, taut where the Nile 
river is, it Is rock and sand. 


The Sahara has very little rainfall 


because it is too far north to receive 
rains from the torrid rain belt, and 
is too far south to receive winds from 
the cool zones. What winds that do 
reach the Sahara are already dry. 
Some of these winds raise the hot 
dust. Such hot dust storms are called 
simoons. When these come up some- 
times the sky darkens. While these 
storms are going on the camels crouch 
close to the earth. 
The men then 


crouch 
down behind the 
camels. 


Sometimes the men and camels are 
burled in the sand. 
When the hot 


sun beats down upon the rocks the 
rocks in turn heat the air. 


In some places in the desert a few 


mountains 
rise, and also there are 


places in the desert called oases. 
They are fertile spots in the desert. 
There most of tho people live. They 
raise grain and date palms. The peo- 
ple on the desert say that if you plant 
a date and water it, it will become 
a tree and they also say when a few 
showers have fallen grass almost im- 
mediately starts to grow. The oases 
are where there are springs or a placfc 
where water has gathered. 


The people of the desert fire wan- 


dering tribes or Arabs or Beduoins, 
There are about one-half as 
many 


people that live on the desert as there 
are in New York. The people are of 
the 
dark 
branch of white people. 


They trade by caravans across the 
desert. 
The Sahara belongs to dif- 


ferent European nations.
